Senator Quay was elected and accepted 
the position of Chairman of the National 
Republican Committee he saved the life 
of his son Dtok.

three other gentlemen, one of whom was 
Senator Cameron, purchased a ranch in 
Sonora. It was ths intention of young 
Qnay to leave for Mexico in September 
with McCartney, who had been eugnged 
to look after the property. The eleotio* 
of ths Senator put an ead for tha tim 
being to his son's intention to go to 
Mexico instead of McCartney. A round 
up and a transfer of cattle was to hnvt 
taken place on the llth inst., but on the 
8th McCartney was murdered nt Santu 
Ana station. Had Dick Quay been -with 
him as was originally intended, he too, 
doubtless, would have been killed. No 
facts as to the crime were given in Iht 
letter of to-day.
